Absolute secrecy surrounds the 
reported agreement by the Boston 
and Maine Railroad to sell part of 


its extensive Pet in the 
industrial area of Lowell Junction. 
Railroad officials have con- 


firmed, however, that the land is 
now in the process of being sold 
to a buyer whose name remains a 
closely-guarded secret. Also un- 
known is the potential land use — 
the Railroad will not discuss the 
type of business that might be con- 
ducted there by the purchaser. 
George Hill, public relations 
man for the Railroad, said the 
negotiations involve about five of 
the 75 acres owned by the B&M. 


And he confirmed that the tract is 
the same section from which the 
Railroad hauled gravel many years 
azo.

on the Railroad’s policy of not 
jiscussing the identity of any 
huyer, OF possible land use, no 
more definite statement could be 
obtained regarding possible help 
in the quest for an access, 

Although a clear-cut answer to 
questions involving the sale were 
not available, one | ailroad spokes- 
man said he anticipated that no 
more than a month will be required 
to complete the transaction, 

It was learned by the Townsman 
from other sources that negotia- 
tions for the five acres have gone 
so far that inquiries from interested 
parties have been politely turned 
aside. 

Access Road Vital 

Considerable interest has been 
shown in the reported sale of the 
B&M property, because it may be 
the key to obtaining an access to 
Route 93. Town officials and 
officials of neighboring communi- 
ties of Tewksbury and Wilmington 
have expressed concern about the 
future of the area, unless there is 
some wa, to get onto the new road, 

Members of the town Develop- 
ment and Industrial Commission, 
with the State Department of Com- 
merce, have a andy to the state 
Department of Public Works for 
assistance in obtaining the access, 
Representatives of industries in 
the area, particularly the Reich- 
hold Chemical Co., have also 
heen specially interested in ob- 
taining the access. 

After a conference in Boston 
some weeks ago, the state pro- 
mised to survey the area and try to 
find some solution — either via a 
jirect access or possibly a Chap- 
ter 90 secondary road that would 
lead to an existing access point. 
There has been no direct word from 
the state agency as to the results 
of a survey, but representatives 
of the DPW have been working in 
the town on this project in recent 
days, 

Gravel Pit Possibility 

There haye been _ persistent 
rumors that the buyer from the 
B&M will want to remove sand 
and gravel from the property, a 
course of action that requires a 
permit from the town. 

' Officials have pointed out that 
the community, through the Board 
of Selectmen, must move very 
carefully if this happens. The 
acreage, it is explained, could be 
improved considerably by judicious 
removal of gravel, but careful 
controls would be needed to be 
certain that the area was left as 
desirable industrial land, and not 
a section that would not lend 
itself to further use for industry.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Stiff Punishment Is Deterrent 


Vandalism is an ugly thing. 

Whether it occurs on public property, or affects private 
buildings, all citizens should be aroused to its dangers, 
its implications. 

As we have reported in other years, the playgrounds 
are now being subjected to malicious destruction — it’s 
a situation that crops up year after year. There probably 
aren’t too many persons involved, nor is the damage so 
tremendous. It’s the idea that young people can get away 
with destroying public property that is appalling. 

For after any one, or group, of young people has suc- 
ceeded in doing damage to a playground facility, or any 
private property, there is a tendency for the individuals 
to do more damage elsewhere. If it’s fun to break up 
public property, then it must also be hilarious to bust up 
private property. Anyone can see that vandalism that 
goes unpunished can snowball into more serious situa- 
tions. 

When and if the persons are caught, who have been 
destroying playground equipment, sufficient punishment 
should be handed out so that the individuals will always 
remember it doesn’t pay to destroy property. This would 
also be an object lesson to those who watch others com- 
mit acts of vandalism and who think this would be fun to 
do and a cinch to get away with. 

We don’t believe that the youngsters currently involved 
in the vandalism are ‘‘bad’’ youngsters — but they sure 

need to be punished before they get the idea that no one 
cares what they do. Perhaps their parents should also 
receive some kind of punishment, because they either 
condone the activities, or they just don’t know or care 
where their youngsters are late in the evening, or what 
they’re doing.
